Swayer, Gurnee, to represent them on 
iho board of dlrecrors which wui lo 
have met yesterday to elect a new 
president 

Since the president Is chosen from 
among the directors, Pflster can not 
he renamed aa head of the aaaolcla- 
tlon. 

Defends Base-Surplus Plan. 
Insurgent groups within the mar- 
keting agen'crfor 18,000 dairy farm- 
ers have hoen fighting Pflster and 
Don N. Geyer, secretary-manager, 
for some time over the sales policy 
of tho organisation. Pflster put up 
a vigorous defense of tho "base and 
surplus" aystem of marketing, by 
which milk sold to Chicago dealers 
received one prico for each forty-six 
quaru of fluid mUk and a smaller 
price for what wna termed surplus 
milk. 

Insurgents favor what they term 
the "cost of production" plan, which 
places the same price on all milk 
produced by farmers, baaed on the 
fluctuating coats of operating a dairy 

farm. 

Commend OfflcUls. 
While opponents of the adminis- 
tration planned to put through a res- 
olution demanding the resignation 
of Geyer and A. M. Kraht, public re- 
lations official, the majority had an- 
other resolution (passed without a 
negative vote which expressed con- 
fldence in the present regime. Coyer 
Is quoted In a Chicago pfaper aa de- 
claring the dissatlafled element com- 
prised only 12 per cent of -the total 
membership and camo from three of 
the 15 dIstrlcU. 

Approximately 300 delegates repre-

hy tbe director of the state health 
department 

Dr. Jlrka explained In detail the 
problt^B of the department In pro- 
rooting public health, and how the 
battle ngalnst communicable disease 
Is becoming more complex each yt-ar 
with tho IncreoBod transportation 
facilities.

Jlrka. who pointed out that many of 
these so-called harmless diseases 
many times leave weaknosBea that

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NO AUDI FOR CONBSCATOR.Y TAXES 

The best way to measure the burden of taxation 'a 

' to relate it to tlic national income. The amount of 

tax the nation pays is principally important in the light 

of the money we have out of which to do the paying. 

In 1923, the national income was over $69»000,000- 

000 and taxes took 47,200.000,000—10 per Cent. 

■ During ensuing years^ that percentage was relatively 
constant, and in our f>pk income year, 1929. cost of 
government absorbed but 11.8 per cent of our income. 

In 1930, our income dropped to $70,000,000,000, 

■ from the high of $83,000,000,000 established the year 
before, while taxes rose and took 14.6 per cent of all 
the money we earned. In 1932, taxes took 20.7 per 
cent. Conclusive 6gure4- for the years since are not 
available — but b«c ' opinion holds that government 
costs amount to more than 2rpcr cent of the national 



farmer himself — when he and his fellows join and sup- 
port a farmer-controlled cooperative organization. 

Tlie first kind of cooperation may be necessary in 
a temporary national emergency, but if it is continued 
indefinitely the American farmer will undergo drastic 
and unhappy change. Once a free man, he will be- 
come a serf. Once an independent entity, tliinking and 
working to advance his own interests, he will be at the 
mercy of politicians. Money made at the expense of 
freedom and independence could avail him little. 

The second kind of cooperation docs not destroy 
independence — it builds it. It makes for individualism 
and development of character. Farmers who band to- 
gether in cooperative organizations to fight their battles 
and thrash out issues affecting them, are hardly likely 
to become peasants, under the thumb of bureaucracy. 
Which kind of cooperation docs the average Ameri- 
can farmer want?

THE OPPORTUNITIES EXIST 
The Saturday Evening Post had a fine editorial com- 
menting on the time-worn argument of politicians that 
there is no more "free land" to be had from the gov- 
ernment; hence, vast sums of money must be appropri- 
ated to provide "social services" for the people. 

The Post pointed Ait that the "free land" story is 
misleading — that a man had to have courage, perse- 
verance and great initiative to cross the deserts, moun- 
tains and forests for thousands of miles to gain the "free 
land." He generally paid a tremendous price in suffer- 
ing, privation, endless labor and often death in otder 
to acquire the "free land."

It is true that government must make certain ex- 
traordinary expenditures in bad times, in order to aid 
the unfortunate. But a small proportion of total gov- 
ernmental cose is used for such purposes— and "relief" 
is no alibi for government extravagance and experi- 
ments. Necessary governmental ■functions must be 
maintained, but the frills must be eliminated.
